Only those who have struggled again, t fearful odds know any­ 
thing about it. 
A man’s book, or writing i? earth, God, friends, hope, 
tears, and sleepless nights. 
Hugo wrot? so rapidly at times when his soul 
got on fire that a dozen pages were strcw n V l about him wet with the ink. 
At other times single pages were wet with the tears of his poverty and 
struggle. 
The collecting of “ First Editions” is far fmm being a foolish hobby. 
There is something underneath— something that comes to the mother when 
she feels the first tiny shoe of her baby, year 
after that baby has be
